outright but sold, 
the proceeds eventually going to the 
owners. 
In the last 
ilause of the 
proclamation is th e proposal most 
interesting 
to neutrals. 
This is a 
flat agreement to lift the “ blockade” 
in case any nation will certify that 
the ships flying its flag 
shall 
not 
carry goods to Germany or origina­ 
ting therein or belonged to the sub­ 
jects of the German Empire. 
It Is 
notable that the order 
declares no 
Intention to capture 
ships of Ger­ 
many's allies, Austria and Turkey, 
the reason being, no doubt that the

in 
the circuit court announced that he 
would take the case under advise­ 
m ent 
until 
Wednesday 
morning, 
when he would render a decision. 
“ Our contention is that the fran­ 
chise of the Kansas City club was 
not legally forfeited at the meeting 
Cf the board of managers in 
New 
York: City 
Oct. 23d. 
1914,” said 
John M. Zane, the attorney repro 
renting the Kansas City club, in his 
argument, asking that the tempor­ 
ary Injunction Issued Fob. 25th, re­ 
straining the Federal League from 
transferring the 
Kansas City club 
franchise he made permanent. 
“ This meeting 
was 
illegal 
be­ 
cause it was not. held in January as 
the articles of the league provide” , 
continued 
Mr. Zane. 
‘"Secondly it 
was 
illegal 
because Mr. Madison, 
president of the Kansas City club, 
was not allowed to take part in <*he 
meeting of the board of managers 
although be was recorded as pres­ 
ent. 
‘ The franchise agreement 
which 
allowed the league to dispose of the 
franchise of any club upon default 
of payment was never accepted by 
the Kansas Ci’y club. 
The agree­ 
ment also states that the franchise 
of the club may be forfeited by 
a 
majority vote of the hoard of man­ 
agers. 
The other side 
has never 
produced any evidence to show that 
this action was taken. 
In the F ed ­ 
eral League’s suit again-t organized 
■baseball now' pending before Feder­ 
al Judge, Landis, the Kansas 
City 
club w'as asked by 
the league 
to 
sign a petition of 
intervention as 
one of the constituent members 
of 
the league. 
This petition w a s sign­ 
ed and presented among others 
to 
.budge Landis. This is practically an 
admission of the part of the league 
that the Kansas City club is one 
ofr 
its members.”

There may be some advantage in 
rather deep plowing for the sake of 
getting plant 
food deeper in 
the 
soil, in order to extend the feeding 
zone of the root system. 
As is well 
known, roots develop where there is 
plant food, and when plant food is 
turned under deeper there seems to 
be a 
deeper development of 
the 
roots of the grain crept. 
There 
shock! be, however, a thorough com­ 
pacting of the soil following 
any 
such deep plowing. 
Borne work Is 
being clone oh this phase of deep 
plowing a fter heavy applications of 
mineral elements of plant food, and 
some results will be secured during 
the next few years. 
Another purpose of plowing is to 
get vegetable master in‘o the soil, 
and again the depth of plow is modi­ 
fied by the conditions.

There is no question as 
to tile conservation of moisture by 
a dust mulch, but when tile mulch 
is to be made from that part of tile 
soil t h a t has received the m ost aer­ 
ation and 
consequently 
has 
the 
greatest a m ount ot available plant 
food, it becomes 
a proposition

whether the surface is worth the 
most for the plant food iii it, or 
to use as a mulch for me conserva­ 
tion of moisture.

practices differ greatly, lout the re­ 
sults at the Illinois Experiment Sta­ 
tion for Id years, indicate th at the 
surface soil has more value when 
used for the plant food, than when 
used as a mulch.

In the cu Li vat ion of corn there 
are three systems in use in the corn 
belt.’ 
One of them is the old-fash­ 
ioned method of plowing oeep with 
large shovel #u Hi vat ors,

The idea 
in this method is to prepare a deep 
d u s t mulch, though it is m ore fre­ 
quently practiced bec*use the weeds tem can 
have become so large it is necessary 
to run them deep if the weeds are 
to ‘ae killed with such plows. This

made at Die Illinois Experiment sta­ 
tion by Prof. Morrow about <2-5 years

The deep system is not now 
much used, as it destroys much of 
the root system, as well as depriving 
tile crop from deriving

plant j 
food from so much of the surface ^ 
soil.

lf the deep cultivation 
be 
given before th e corn 
roots 
have 
m a d e much growth, not m u ch injury 
to the root system will result, but 
when corn is so small it is impos­ 
sible to do a good job of covering 
weeds about th e corn without also 
covering the corn to some extent. 
An examination of a corn field when 
;he corn is af tout sex indies high will 
show roots a foot or more in length? 
ru n n in g in every direr;ion, and it 
is then impossible to cultivate deep 
w ithout some ro o t injury. The loos­ 
e ning of the dirt by deep cultivation 
a r o u n d the y o u n g corn plant will 
have the appearance of forcing 
a 
deeper development of the ro»»' sys­ 
tem, as usually roots do not develop 
in 
very loose 
soil, but th e effect 
of the deep cultivation 
has 
been 
m ore largely to prevent development 
of a greater n u m b e r cf roots which 
m ight have developed in t h a t portion 
of the soil that

loosened; the offed of the deep stir- ^ 
rin g being largely in the prevention 
of a shallow root development, and 
a lessened g ro w th of

To an extent, the root system 
is a measure of growth of the corn j 
p lant, for while corn may grow in 
proportion to the leaf surface, tho

W hatever im pedes brusk circulation of money in th** 
buying apd selling of merchandise and of labor 
a 
brake on business, for all business is i n t e r d e p e n d e n t , 


W hen the buying pow er of railroads is cut dow n, 'he 
entire com m unity and 
all 
lines 
o f business 
are 
adversely affected far m ore than bv the slackening in 
any other industry, for tw o reasons; 


1. 
Railroads are the largest buyers of labor and of 
merchandise f material and supplies K 
2. 
A greater percentage of railroad expenditure than 
of expenditure in any oth er industry, goes directly-and 
quickly back to the public in the channels of ti ado 
W here Railroad Money Goes 


O u t,of c^ch dollar received by the railroads for tim 
only*thing th ey have to sell, which is transportation, 
more than 95 cents goes back to the public immediately 
to pay for carrying on th e business. 


Of this 95 cents, labor gets 44 - cents, purchase of 
material and supplies from factory, forest and mine 
absorbs 25 cents, and th e remainder goes for better­ 
m ents, taxes, rentals and other fixed charges. 


Even the little that rem ains for profit 
surplus and 
dividends — which is a fraction less than 5 cents, goes 
back to the public; for th e people as stockholders, own 
the railroads and draw th e dividends. 


This distribution of railroad earnings ss according 
to Interstate Comm erce Commission computation. 
Effect of Two-Cent Law 


W hen the maxim um rate of passenger fare in Illinois 
w as cut from 3 cents a mile to 2 cen ts in 1907. rail­ 
road earnings were reduced by m illions per Near, 
railroad buying power w a s correspondingly reduced 
and all business correspondingly checked. 
There is no reason for believing that Illinois railroads 
carried m ore passengers in 1913 at 2 cents a mile 
than they w ould have carried at 3 cents.
